Children Cry for Pitcher's Castorte 


"The Nvureit Star. 


One of the most clearly defined figures 


;n the sky is the Northern Cross, -which 
you will find at about 8 o'clock now 
directly overhead. It would be hard 
'or you not to identify it. The head of 
;he cross, the bright star Deneb, ia 
toward the northeast, and the foot, Al- 
rireo, ia toward the southwest. Thus the 
whole figure lies along the milky way. 


The cross has no special mythological 


u'story, nor indeed has the constellation 
3ygnua (the Swan) of which it is a part. 
Jut Oygnus is famous for containing 
the star th.it ia nearest to us of all the 
stars teeu from this hemisphere, sixty- 
oiic Uygni, us it in called. It is a faint 
star immediately under Deneb and in 
the direction of the Square of Pegaaxm, 
Th« aatroui.mers have obtained the 
parallax of this star with somethir.g 
like accuracy, nnd they find that it is 
about 650,000 tunes ns far from us as the 
ami is distant from the earth.—Philadel- 
phia Times. 


MWIoimriu* Iti Scotland. 


It seems oihl to thi:-!r of missionaries 


going to Scotland, the home Of tho 
Covouauterfa, to couvtui. kuu »*»ugo in- 
habitants to Christianity. At Anwoth, 
in Kirkcudbrightshire, there was found 
a few days ago one of the old "hillside 
crosses" set up by the early missionaries 
who went to the lowlands from lona, 
or Ireland, to mark the spots where they 
firfat preached Christ to tho heathen 
Scots, This interesting cross is of r.'d 
sandstone, 43 inches long, 14J^ inch"8 
across the widest part, and 4 inci:<-9 
thick. Its urms are 20 inches in leng i''.

A Nino Cent Kngllsli Stamp. 


A new stamp ia to be issued in Great 


Britain of the value of fourpence half- 
penny—nine cents—to be available f»r 
all postal, t 'egraphio and revenue p-ir- 
poiies. It will be the first stamp issued 
of tld« valuo, and its issuance is cali< d 
for by the nuw features of telegraph and 
parcel post business.

A serious disturbance occurred on the 


Place de Jaude a,t Clermont Ferrand on 
a late Tuesday evening. A negro tamer 
of the American circus named Jackers 
quarreled with and stabbed a workman. 
He then took to flight, pursued by a 
large crowd whose object was to lynch 
him. Saved from the crowd by the po- 
lice, Jackers took refuge in a lion's cage 
in the circus. The tent was immediate- 
ly surrounded by an exasperated multi- 
tude, who had a regular tight with the 
police and a number of soldiers. 


The authorities succeeded with great 


difficxilty in preventing the rioters from 
cutting the ropes holding the scaffold- 
ing of the circus together. After several 
hours order was restored and Jackers, 
Who had been calmly awaiting the end 
of the disturbance under the guard of 
his lion Sultan, came out of the cage 
and gave himself up to the police.—Lon- 
don Public Opinion.

lie Lovely Sea Anemone* and What I* 
Made from Their Skeleton*—Polyps 
Do Not Toil; They Simply Die—Beau- 
tiful Animal Vegetables. 
The term "coral insect" survives in 


iterature, although science discarded it 
ong ago. Possibly the idea of "toil" 
md "patience" and "building for the 
ufrure," as the lesson tanght by the coral 
nsect, also survives to point a moral and 
adorn a tale of the same order as one 
praising tho industry of the ant or the 
>eo. 
Alas for old beliefsl Our grand- 


mothers were exhorted to reflect on the 
anity of the moth and tho butterfly. 
Now it is known that the moth and 


tho butterfly are among the chief agents 
>y which the most beautiful and fra- 
rant flowers are fertilized, and that 
loney and perfume and color and fruit 
largely depend upon the energy of the 
Bisects formerly despised. 
The other 


ao called insects have no more energy 
;han a simple vegetable existence. Their 
;oil is nothing greater than dying and 
leaving their skeletons behind them. 


But how beautiful are these skeletons, 


or n conglomerated accumulation of 
myriads I And how beautiful and iater- 
esting, too, the animal vegetableo, or 
rather flowerliko animals. "Sea anem- 
ones" is the popular name given to the 
whole tribe, with their disklike mouths, 
their petaloid tentacles, their stomach 
suggesting seed vessels and their fixed 
bases corresponding to stout stems, to 
say nothing of their brilliant colors, 
rivaling the most gorgeous corollas ever 
blown. 


According to Dr. Gustav Eisen, there 


are two kinds of corals of the sea anem- 
one order—those which produce coral, 
that is, the hard, calcareous formation, 
and those which do not. The popular 
term "coral," as applied to the accumu- 
lated dead skeletons of the dead polyps, 
is not strictly correct; coral, properlj 
speaking, refers also to the living ani- 
mal. 


The sea flower, although suggesting a 


plaiitlike structure, is still a true ani- 
mal, it has a skin, also rudimentary 
nerves. It can seize with its tentacles; 
it can swallow and digest its food and 
til row out the refuse from its mouth; it 
can defend itself from its enemies by 
forcibly ejecting poison from its many 
stings. It has soino sensation. Quite a 
number of species of polyps have rudi- 
mentary eyes, arranged around their 
circular edges like beads. The hardened 
base of tho sou flower corresponds to 
a skeleton in a higher order of animal, 
even though in some anemones the hard- 
ness may only be relative. 


Coral animals of the sea anemone or- 


der reproduce their kind in several ways. 
Ono is by ova, which develop perfect 
polyps within the parent flower. An- 
other mode is by budding; still another 
by fission. In the latter method a new 
mouth may form beside the old one in 
the center of a fringed disk, which then 
divides into disks, each surrounded by 
its own tentacles and each leading to its 
own closed sac. In the budding process 
branches are thrown out, from which 
spring new polyps. Tf>ar one polyp to 
pieces, and each piece may reproduce 
all the parts it needs to form a. fresh 
polyp. 


The familiar tree coral is the result 


of the budding process. The branches 
below are the dead skeletons, above 
which the living polyps have mounted. 
The singular convulutions in "brain 
coral" were caused by fission, one mouth 
giving rise to strings of others, which 
never completely separated from each 
other, and so left a continuous line of 
stony skeletons. It must not be sup- 
posed, however, that zoophytes of the 
style of sea anemones are the only coral 
producers. Some calcareous secretions 
are left by animals related to the me- 
dusae, or jellyfish. Other corals come 
from the bryozoans, which look like pol 
yps, but really belong to the subking- 
dom of mollusks. The bottom of the 
sea is largely co/ered with deposits from 
such animals. It is even believed that 
in early times they made up the greater 
part of limestone strata. Mention must 
also be made of the beautiful and bril- 
liant corallines, or vegetable corals, cal- 
careous seaweeds, which look like red, 
white and yellow branched coral, but 
which, properly speaking, are algae. 


Corals of some kinds are found in all 


seas. Those stony formations popularly 
called corals are mostly produced within 
the tropics. Probably the variety best 
known is the red or pink coral, long es- 
teemed for ornaments. This was found 
in the Mediterranean from a very early 
period. Now, however, it has become 
so rare as to be practically extinct. 


The sppcimens of coral seen ia mu- 


seums and private collections are of 
course masses of dead skeletons. Hard 
as rock they are, as might be expected, 
when it is remembered that the famous 
reefs of Florida and tho Pacific islands 
are built up of them—no credit to the 
animals, however, despite the old tale. 
Vet if the antiquated moral be lost, the 
study of the calcareous formation ia 
none the less interesting. 


There is the fungus coral, a dull gray 


in color and shaped somewhat as the 
umbrella of a mushroom, with ridges 
running from the long mouthlike center 
to the edge. The lace coral, of a pure 
white, with delicate wheels, indicates 
the radiate structiire of each animal 
when alive. The frost coral, just as 
dainty as its popular name implies, 
shows a mossy grove o! tiny upright 
spires. Tho organ pipe coral is a tree 
form, with smooth, round, nearly per- 
pendicular branches. 


Perhaps the museum also contains 


specimens of fossil coral from the des- 
erts of Arizona or Mississippi valley, 
Are you surprised to learn that a great 
part of our continent is underlaid with 
corals produced thousands of years ago 
by animals long extinct? In many of 
these dull brown formations can still be 
traced the radiate character of the skel- 
etons.—San Francisco Chronicle.
